The deal has been under way 
for several days. 
As Mr. Biekhart understands 
it. 
the purchaser expects to start some 
sort of a factory or business here 
and has bought the race to obtain 
power. 
Mr. Biekhart says that lie 
did not inquire into the nature of the 
establishment as he paid little a t­ 
tention to that. 
The Missouri man is 
out of the city just now but will be 
back in a few days when further de­ 
tails may be learned. 
The price paid 
for the race was not named by Mr. 
Biekhart. 
It will be 
remembered that 
Mr. 
Biekhart moved here from St. Paul 
several months ago after he had suc­ 
ceeded in purchasing the old 
flour 
mill site, where the building burned a 
few years ago and was never re­ 
built. 
He built a modern flour mill 
there, but lins not been using the mill 
race for power. 
Mr. Biekhart says that the Mis­ 
souri man intends to repair the banks 
of the race and put it in a condition 
that it w a s once. 
The race was sold 
with the 
understanding that 
Mr. 
Biekhart should have the privilege of 
using it as a source of power when­ 
ever lie desired.

KNIGHTSTOWN MAN IS FREED 


With the statement that attorneys 
have to bump up against many knot­ 


ty problems and should not be too 


easily provoked, Judge Feely. in city 
court Tuesday handed down a de­ 
cision acquitting A. 0. Broadbent of 
near Knightstown, of the charge of 
provoking Wilbur Ryman, says the 
Muncie Press. 
The court said that 
the evidence of provoke

not 
conclusive and that the doubt would 
have to be resolved in favor of the 
defendant. 
Ryman charged that 
Broadbent 
accosted 
him on the

weeks ago and cursed and threatened 
him. 
The charge of provoke follow­ 
ed. It was alleged that Ryman’s con­ 
nection as attorney for Mrs. Broad­ 
bent in a divorce suit was the cause 
of the trouble. 
Broadbent defended 
himself in court when the trial was 
held Monday afternoon.

Approximately one hundred inter­ 
ested Rush county farmers were at 
the Big Four station this morning 
when the wheat improvement lecture 
train, running fifteen minutes behind 
the schedule, pulled into the depot. 
The crowd of agriculturalists was by 
far larger than it has ever been when 
similar trains under the supervision 
of the Purdue University experiment 
station have‘been here. It was feared 
that the audience would be small this 
morning due to the fact that the fair 
is being held, but that rather added 
attraction for bringing farmers to the 
city. 
Lecturers with the train said this 
morning that they had been greeted 
by larger 
and 
more 
enthusiastic 
crowds than had ever been the case 
while making 
similar tours 
of the 
State. 
They said that they had a 
good night meeting at Lawrenceburg 
last evening and a fair one af the 
evening meeting in Greensburg Mon­ 
day. 
The largest crowd which was 
ever out for a wheat lecture was that 
at Batesville 
yesterday 
afternoon/ 
when eleven hundred farmers were at 
the station. 
Farmers were ushered 
into large 
coaches which were equipped with a 
set of charts. 
The speaker explained 
that the train was being operated at 
the expense of the Big Four railroad, 
while Purdue University was furnish­ 
ing the lecturers and stated that the 
train was making a trip of more than 
1500 miles, reaching a strip of coun­ 
try more than 20 miles in width. The 
influence of this train will, therefore, 
be felt by many thousands of funn­ 
el’s along the Big Four lines. 
On opening the subject L. B. Clore 
of Franklin called attention to tho 
fact that the average yield of wheat 
in Indiana for the last ten years was 
15.1 bushels per acre. 
During tlii- 
same period it was 
found that the 
yield of wheat in Great Britain was 
33 bushels per acre, and in Germany, 
28.4 bushels per acre. 
Upon investi­ 
gation it is found that the conditions 
in these older countries was no better 
for wheat growing than those in In­ 
diana. Also that !e>s than fifty years 
ago, the yield of Great Britain and 
Germany was down to 
about that 
point where our own is today. 
The 
Experiment Station believes that by 
employing good methods of cultiva­ 
tion, better crop rotation, better fer­ 
tilization of the soil and systematic 
effort in the combatting of diseases 
and insects that the yield of wheat in 
Indiana can be materially increased. 
Wheat Responds to Fertilization. 


By means of a 
large 
chart, the 
speaker gave the results of a large 
number of tests of fertilization of 
wheat. In every ease a large increase 
resulted. It was also shown that I his; 
increase was very 
profitable. 
In 
Scott county, on land when untreated 
gave a yield of 4 bushels per acre, 
the Purdue People got 31 bushels per 
acre when $3.CO worth of fertilizer 
was applied. 
The average for all the 
tests in the State shows an increase 
of 11.8 bushels per acre where fertili­ 
zers were used. 
It is recommended 
that applications of 
150 
to 
200 


pounds 
of 
fertilizer 
containing 4 


per cent nitrogen. 8 per cent phos­ 
phoric acid and 4 per cent potash be 
applied to each acre.

RAIN DO ESNT STOP PROGRAM 


Official notice from the^ostoffice 
department at Washington, D. 
C., 
was received at tile local office this 
moming, that, beginning Sunday, the 
mail would be taken off of through 
C. H. & D. Chicago trains, Nos. 30 
and 33, which run through this city. 
No. 30 is westbound, and is due here 
at ,2:14 o'clock in the afternoon, and 
No. 33 is eastbound, due 
here at 
5;56 in the evening. 
The announcement that the mail 
service would be 
discontinued on 
these two trains naturally led to the 
belief at once that the 
two trains 
would be discontinued; on this di­ 
vision. 
It has been the rumor Tor 
several weeks that these two trains 
and probably more, on the C. H. & D. 
division of the 
Baltimore & 
Ohio, 
would be taken off Sunday, August 
27, but it has never been confirmed. 
Local men in railroad circles imme­ 
diately surmised this morning 
that 
the two trains 
would be 
removed 
when the announcement came 
that 
the mail would be stopped. 
The C. EL & D. agent 
said 
this 
morning that the two trains would 
not be taken off and that there would 
be no change whatever in the time on 
this division. 
Ile denied all of the 
reports that have been current con­ 
cerning the removal of certain trains 
on this division. 
The agent declared 
that he received a written notifica­ 
tion from the superintendent of tile 
division this 
morning 
that 
there 
would be no changes 
on 
the 
road. 
“If yon don't believe me,” said the 
agent over the telephone, “come out 
here and I will show it to 
you in 
black and white.” 
It was naturally 
inferred 
that 
these two trains would be removed, 
especially when it was 
announced 
that the mail would be taken off of 
these two trains and no other. F es­ 
tal authorities can not account for 
that action. 
If the B. & (>. had lost 
the mail contract, it is argued, no 
through mail pouches would be car­ 
ried at all and nothing but local mail 
would be handled. 
The rumor has prevailed for -erne 
time that the IL & O. would remove 
train No. 30 and possibly train No. 
33 on account of the alleged misun­ 
derstanding between that road and 
tim Monon.
